The school census predicted 16 in Grade I next 
September. 

The new Nottingham Elementary School is fast 
nearing completion and is expected to be in use before 
many days. The ‘‘New Hampshire Architect” mag- 
azine for November, 1952 has its illustrated cover and 
a feature article depicting and describing the project. 
The article is accompanied by biographical sketches 
of the architects, Stephen P. Tracy, A. I. A. and Mal- 
colm D. Hidreth, A. I. A., as well as a floor plan and 
bird’s eye view of the plant as it will eventually look. 

The 16—acre tract is centrally located, apart

from traffic and yet in plain view from the highway 
and o-her public buildings of the village, situated on 
2, terrace adjacent to a level playground and overlooking 
ithe river beyond, Several well-grown trees have been 
preserved to adorn the lot. 


This one-story, ridge-roofed, white painted, wood- 
frame structure contains four well-lighted, 24 by 31 
foot c.assrooms ranged along one side of a corridor, 
which is lighted by windows and provides wardrobe 
space. The primary classroom contains its own ward- 
robe, as well as an additional alcove for activities. 
Each classroom is painted in a different tint and is 
provided with green chalkboards and corkboard bulle- 
tin areas, work counters and storage cabinets. Each 
has its direct exit to the out-of-doors. 


On the other side of the corridor are 4 toilet 
rooms and the boiler room. Oil-fired automatic heat- 
ing is by forced warm air ducts. Water is electrically 
pumped from a 125-foot drilled well, tested for 6 
gallons a minute flow. Lighting is by an approved 
type of concentric ring fixtures with silver bowl 
lamps. Sewage disposal is modern and sanitary. 


At the street end of the building are a room for 
the teachers and nurse, a stockroom, and upstairs a 
library lighted by an arched widow of decorative 
design. <A traffic circle with central flagpole, parking 
area, and appropriate planting are planned. 

When the Center school building, with its dis- 
tinctive steeple tipped by a symbolic quill-pen weather- 
vane, is moved to a position alongside and somewhat 
to the rear of the new building, and connected with 
its corridor by a covered passageway, a most impres- 
sive touch of the classic New England scene will be 
added to simple appropriateness and modern efficiency 
of the new structure, and a very gratifying continuity 
achieved between the educational worth of the past 
and the practical values of the present. 
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One of the worthy schoolmasters of the past, 
whom we might well honor at this time of educational 
tranziiion in Not.ingham, is Bartholomew VanDame, 
who.e name is perpetuated by a fund now held by the 
Lown of Nottingham Tru:tees of Trust Funds for the 
benefit of the school children. Born in Holland in 1807, 
as a 14-year old Dutch cabin boy leaving his ship at 
Portsmouth, serving his time with an Epping farmer, 
he became a schoolmaster in Lee and many other towns 
and founded a school in Nottingham. Distinguished 
as an educator, poet, writer of textbooks, and lecturer, 
this notable character typifies those educational 
pioneers whose qualifications for intellectual leader- 
ship were the self-evident results of their own thirst 
for knowledge, capacity for understanding, and urge 
to share their wisdom with their fellowmen. 

In order that education may flourish within New 
Hampshire the state board is proposing the following 
legislative program: 


1. Return to school districts the full amount of the 
per capita tax for statewide supervision, on an equal- 
ization basis. This would enable the rearrangement 
of supervisory unions on a more logical and adequate 
plan already developed. 

2. Continue to allow school districts to borrow to 
5% and in some cases to 8% for school construction. 
A special commission constituted by law came to 
Nottingham, held a hearing, and issued a permit to 
enable the district to borrow the sum required for the 
new building. 

3 Amendment to the Cooperative District Act. 

4. Budget appropriations as follows: 

1) The sum of $1,230,000 estimated necessary 
to carry out the formula adopted by the 1951 
legislature. Under such a provision, Notting- 
ham would have received approximately 48% 
more than the $785.61 given. 
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2) Scholarship aid to enable prospective teachers 
to prepare at the Teachers Colleges, in the 
amount of $40,000. 

3) $19,880 for Directors of Elementary and 
Secondary School services and of Surveys 
and Studies. 

4) A small appropriation for revision of courses 
of study. 

5) Funds for an auditorium-gymnasium at Ply- 
mouth Teachers College and a classroom- 
laboratory building at Keene. Both colleges 
also need men’s dormitories, which would 
eventually pay for themselves. 

The award for achievement, promise, and general 
school citizenship, announced in my report of a year 
ago, was presented in June at the eighth grade gradua- 
tion to Phyllis Ethel Perkins. The souvenir given by 
the same donor to each member of the class was “The 
American Citizen’s Handbook,” an attractive manual 
containing a wealth of information about our country’s 
history and ideals. Flowers for the graduation were 
furnished by the Grange.
